ARRANGEMENTS FOR TO-DAY.

We á not hold the Government blame- ? 
less in regard of the serious lapse from 


<] : discipline which has occurred within the 


ranks of the Dublin Metropolitan Police. 
Some hundreds of the men, defying official 
orders and violating their formal declara-. 
tion of service, have become members of 
the Ancient ‘Order of Hibernians. Their 
action appears to be a protest against the 
Government's long neglect of their de- 
mands for such an increase of wages as 
will enable them to cope witl#the present 
cost of living. We must say at once that 
we have much sympathy with these de- 
mands. The two police forces in Ireland 
have great traditions of usefulness and 
loyalty. They are the mainstay of the 
Administration. We all know how finely 
they stood the test of the late rebellion. 
Since the war began to multiply the 
cost of all the necessaries of life the two 
forces have applied for a war bonus 
and for better wages. The Dúóblin 
Metropolitan Police, whose wages range 
between 23s. and 33s. a week, have asked 
for an increase of 12s. a week and a re 
trospective war bonus. This demand may 
be unjustifiable, but the only concession 
which they have received up to the present 
—& non-retrospective war bonus of ós. 6d. 
—-is certainly inadequate. A letter-carrier, 
whose duties are safe, if monotonous, gets 
37s. a week, At this moment hundreds 
of labourers on the quays of Dublin are 
earning 10s. a day. It is not right that a 
police constable, who is, as a rule, a much 
better educated man than either lctier- 
carrier or labourer, and is charged with 
important and often dangerous duties, 
should be required to support his family 
dh 33s. a week. The Government has re- 
cognised, in principle, the grievances of 
both the Royal Irish Constabulary and the 
Metropolitan Police, but in dealing with 
them it has adopted a very irritating 
policy of delay. For many weeks the 
men's claims have been before the Irish 
Executive, and many questions have been 
asked in Parliament. In every case the 
answer was that the matter was “under 
consideration —and all the time the 
prices of potatoes, meat, and milk (even | 
the B. Division men cannot dispense with 
milk) were soaring skywards. No definite 
announcement could be extracted from the 
Government until Tharsday. Then, on 
the day after the trouble began in Dublin, 
Mr. Duke stated that he was about “ to 
take the necessary steps towards obtaining 
the sanction of the House for the proposals 
which had been under consideration.” 
While, however, the Government has 
handled the matter badly, no decent citizen 
will have any patience with the folly and 
insubordination of which sofhe 300 or 400 
men of the Dublin Metropolitan Police 
have allowed themselves to become guilty. 
On Wednesday a number of the men 
attended, without the Chief Commis- 
sioner’s leave, a meeting of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians, and were en- 
rolled as members of that Society. Another 
meeting was announced for the following 
day, and the Chief Commissioner issued 
an order, which was read at every police 
station in Dublin, to the effect that mem- 
bers of the Force who should attend this 
meeting would “render themselves liable 
to serious consequences.’ In spite of this 
) warning another large batch of censtables 
attended the second meeting, and, it is 
said, became members of the Ancient 
| Order-of.Hibernians. All such men have 
committed two offences against their 
sal In thedirst place, they have dis- 


} obeyed wilfully’the order of their com- 


manding officer. In the next place, they 
have broken the essential condition of 
their service which forbids them to “join 
or belong to any political society whatso- 
ever, or any secret society whatsoever, un- 
less the Society of Freemasons.” The men 
argue, we are told, that the Ancient Order 
of Hibernians‘is on a similar footing with 
the Society of Freemasons. Even if the argu- 
ment were valid, it would not condone the 
breachof their ‘declaration, but the com- 
parison is, of course, false and ridiculous. 
TheSociety of Freemasons is non-sectarian 
and non-political, The Ancient Order of 
Hibernians is semi-<ecret, and strictly 
sectarian, and its political activities 
are notorious, It is an intolerable 
thought that a single member of the 
force which keeps the peace and main- 
tains the impartial law in.Dublin should 
be a member of this-powerful organisation. 
The public welfare demands, and public 
opinion expects, that the Government shall 
deal with this matter instantly, firmly, 
and once for all, Allowance may be made 
for the youth and inexperience of the men 
who have been misled by designing agita- 
tors, and for the real and pressing 
character of their grievance. It is right, 
on the whole, that there should be a locus 
penitentiae. At any cost, however, the dis- 
cipline, loyalty, and integrity of the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police must be protected and 
maintained. Indecision or timidity now 
would be a crime against the common- 
wealth. 


In this unfortunate affair Govern- 
ment is reaping the fruits of the spirit and 
practice of its Irish administration during 
the last ten years. The spirit of that 
policy was to purchase momentary ease at 
a ruinous usury of trouble. The prac- 
tice was to sacrifice public interests to the 
claims of political parties and individuals 
as soon as their pressure began to make 
life at Dublin Castle uncomfortable. 
During Mr, Birrell’s Chief Secretaryship 
the administration of the law reached, we 
may hope, its nadir in Ireland. The im- 
partial fulfilment of duty by public servants 
is usually unpopular in this country, In 
Ireland, therefore, to a greater extent, per- 
haps, than any other civilised country, it is 

necessary that officials shall be always*| 
confident of the support of the Executive 
Government se long as they do their duty 
without fear or favour. Under the Bir- 
rell régime such officials were sacrificed 
consistently to the clamour of the politi- 
cians. This practice had two lamentable

effects of the gale have been felt all along 
the East Coast of Ireland, notably in 
Wexford., Taking advantage of this foul 
weather, ten German destroyers, presum- 
ably from Zeebrugge, attacked the Eng- 
lish Channel transport service. The 
Admiralty report says laconically that 
“the attempt failed.” As an effort 
to interfupt communications with France, 
or to inflict serious loss upon the ‘trans- 
port service, the raid proved wholly abor- 
tive. Only .one iransport, the Queen, a 
railway packet familiar to cross-Channel 
passengers, was sunk; she was empty, 
and all her créw were’saved. Our pro- 
i tecting flotillas were less fortunate. One 
destroyer, Flirt, is missing, and her loss 
with all but nine hands is feared; a 
second, Nubian, disabled by a torpedo, 
has grounded, but can probably be salved. 
The ten German destroyers were driven 
off with a loss of two of their number 
sunk. The exchange, on a basis merely of 
profit and loss, is, therefore, well on the 


raid should have been made now, when 
nothing of the kind has been attempted for 
the past two years, it is difficult to imagine. 
Major Moraht, one of the sanest of the 
German tilitary critics, has recently been 
calling in accents of frenzy for determined 
action against our communications with 
France; and we may, perhaps, regard this 
attempt as an indirect tribute to the 
power of the Somme offensive, and as 
evidence that it has induced a certain 
demoralisation of German opinion which 
requires some kind of tonic. The inci- 
dent is likely to stimalate the new dis- 
cussion on the Channel Tunnel scheme. 
Mr. Asquith has just received a deputa- 
tion from the Committee which is advocat- 
ing, the project, and he undertook that it 
should be reconsidered by the. Committee 
of Imperial Defence “in all its aspects, 
particularly in the light of new experience 
gained from the war.” He also an- 
nounced that the Committee of Imperial 
Defence decided against it by a majority 
only a fortnight before the outbreak of 
war. We considered some of the 
obvious advantages of a Channel 
tunnel a few days ago. Its disad- 
vantages are less obvious, but cogent. In 
the first place, it would lead to a steady 
decline in the amount of our sea-borne 
traffic, and so might compromise our posi- 
tion as a maritime Power, In the next 
place, it would not discount the submarine 
menace; for submarine operations are ex- 
tending increasingly to distant waters and 
the open sea, and the fact that we should 
be able to land supplies at Continental 
ports would be of little us to 
us in dealing with it. ‘On the other 
hand, the impression that the existence 
of a tunnel ensured. our food supply 
would probably lead to an outcry of the 
teduction of the Navy. “New experience 
gained from the war’ shows above all 
else that a superior Navy is indispensable ; 
and that experience is merely. confirmed 
by Thursday nights incident in the Eng- 
lish Channel

Rural Schools. 


No one would be so foolish as to ascribe 
to a single-cause the great and continuing 
movement of the rural population to the 
towns. When, however) we are seeking 
to correct that movement, we must take 
care not to leave out of reckoning the in- 
fluence of the schools on the future course 
of country-bred children. The syllabus 
for the elementary.school is usually drawn 
up. by townsmen under town influences, 
and it is generally administered, even in 
rural districts, by teachers who are towns- 
men, or, perhaps, country men de-rural- 
ised. We Called attention lately to a 
pamphiet issued by a County Kilkenny 
parish priest, in which it was urged that 
in rural schools agriculture should be “ the 
pivot around which the school teaching 
should revolve.” It is not only in Ireland 
that the discrepancy between the character 
of the elementary teaching and the class 
of pupils in rural schools has been noticed. 
The Central Chamber of Agriculture in 
Great Britain has lately issued 4 report on 
“education as it affects agriculture,” 
the arguments and suggestions which were 
put forward by Father Phelan occur also 
in this report. While Father Phelan, as 
a matter of expediency, recommended only 
changes which could easily be made in 
rural school programmes without drastic 
reorganisation of the National Board's 
work, the English report advocates more 
radical changes. The instruction in rural 
schools should be made more practical, It 
should be “‘ more truly based on surround- 
ing life,” and should appeal to the 
children’s interest in country life. The 
cultivation of the land itself should be 
stimulated, and to that end the establish- 
ment of farm “continuation” schools is 
suggested.

The scheme 
is opposed by leaders of the Western Golf 
Association, the largért rival. organisation. 
Until this year the various American golf 
associations have yielded to the rulings of the 
United States Golf Association, but there was 
talk of a revolution last January, when the 
new amateur rule was adopted, making Francis 
Ouimet and others professionals if they seid 
goods on their reputations as golfers. 

Although none of the men made professionals 
by the new rule was a member of clubs in the 
Western Golf Association. several jeaders in 
that organisation resented the dictum. President 
Woodward, in his letter, proposed that the 
various associations should have active member- 
ships, one for fifty elubs, two for one hundred 
elubs. and three for more than one hundred, in 
the United States Golf Association.
